A Wostern Forest Reserve 
A writer in the Canadian Foresiry 
Journal describes the Turtle Mountain 
forést reserve in Manitoba, one of the 


westérn reserves for the protection of 


which a bill was recently introduced 
by ‘the Minister of the Interior: 
“During the past summer the Fores- 
try Branch made an examination of the 
Turtle Mountain Forest Reserve in 
southern Manitoba, with a view to 
obtaining definite information as to the 
condition of the present stand, the pos- 
s bilities of timber production and the 
steps necessary for the protection of 
the forcsts growing thereon. 
“ “The reserve covers 69,920. acres of 
and«sioughy country in 
Township 4d, Ranges 19, 20,:21 and 22, 
and as is aimost always the case in 
the Middle west, where there are hills 
or water you will ‘ind. timber, as a 
resuit of these natural fire breaks pro- 
tecting ihe trees from the fires that 
sweep over the prairie. The general 
e‘evation is only 303 to 500 feet above 
the surrounding prairie. Lakes and 
gslouhgs cover about 15000 acres, leav- 
ing 55,000 acres of timber producing 
land. .As a glance at the map will 
show, the country to the, north and 
east is watered by many sireams that 
Heise in these hills.
